Jhester county, to X.jrrislown, in Montgomery

The tlemise of tliis vcimi'able citizen nf Uris- 


tol has been chronicled in the GAZETTE.

(egret that it is not iu o»r power to give an ex- 
tended notice of his prolonged and honorable 
career as a man anil citixcii. At the tirneot 
his decease lie WHS probably the oldest native 
of the Iwrouglt, havMig been born heir, and in 
the very sheet In which he died, neatly seven- 
ty-nine ycms ago. 
In early life lie became ,1 


seafaring man; and in his chosen field of ac- 
tivity be was laborious, and eminently success- 
ful. 
About forty years ago lie ret it eel fmin ac-

tol, Iu: lias been distinguished for the virtues 
uhicti characterized his piivttte life, and for 
huge spirileduess in the substantial aid he 
gave to v hat ever seemed to promise to advance 
the mteicsls of his native place and home, lit1 


cn.i'»>eil a '* yreen old a^e.." No one who saw 
him moving about our streets during tlie last 
few yca^s would have suspected his age to 
have been as ^rcar. as it uas. His step wds 
remarkably linn and elastic — anil in no ivspect 
wits his natural force abated. His death v><\$ 
sudden, and as ninich unexpected as would 
h.itc been that of (he youngest of our citizens. 
Only three davs before it occurred he was in. 
vigorous health.
